A CANNABIS factory worth 
more than £600,000 was dis¬ 
covered when police 
swooped on an address in 
Willenhall, a court heard. 

Illegal immigrant Quang 
Vo was found hiding in the 
property where there were 
more than 400 plants in 
Brereton Road in April. 

The 28 year-old admitted 
being involved in the pro¬ 
duction of cannabis and was 
jailed for 20 months. 

A total of 404 plants at 
various sta-ges of growth 
were found 

On the basis of the 
number of crops being pro¬ 
duced a year the factory was 
worth more than half-a- 
million annually, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court was 
told on Monday. 

Mr Nicholas Burn, prose¬ 
cuting said it was a ‘sophisti¬ 
cated and well organised set 
up’ and was a commercial 
supply situation. 

He said: “When the police 
raided the premises the 
defendant was found hiding 
upstairs.” 

Vo pleaded guilty on the 
basis he was a gardener for 
the enterprise, watering 
plants on a daily basis and 
coerced into doing so. 

Mr Aftab Rashid, defend¬ 
ing, said: “He was destitute 
and looking for a shelter. 

“He came across a group 
of peo-ple who were pre¬ 
pared to provide him shelter 
and acted more on the basis 
he acted as a gardener.”

TRAVELLERS have set up an illegal 
encampment near a school in Walsall 
for the second time in seven weeks. 

Walsall Council officers visited Delves Green 
common last week to issue a notice requiring a group 
of 11 caravans and 10 vehicles to leave, and were due 
to be in court this week to seek a summons to get 


them moved off. 

It comes after around half 
a dozen caravans settled on 
the same patch of land oppo¬ 
site Delves Infant and 
Junior schools, Bell Lane, 
just under two months ago. 

Palfrey councillor 

Mohammad Nazir said he 
was shocked a new camp had 
set up on the same land in 
such a short space of time. 

He said: “I’m surprised 
they are back there. It is 
open space for the local 
people to use and it should 
not be occupied by caravans. 

“I’m sure we will do our 
best to ask them to leave.” 

Order 

Last month, a group of 
travellers formed an 
encampment in Brockhurst 
Crescent, Delves. 

And Walsall Council was 
forced to get a court order 
last month to move on nine 
caravans and a number of 
vehicles which had moved 
onto land off Poplar Avenue, 
Bentley. 

The council was also 
forced to obtain a court 
order to move on travellers 
from Broadway West playing 
fields in June. 

The playing fields were

already undergoing a 
£400,000 revamp to allow 
sports to be held there again. 

Council chiefs said the site 
was cleaned up and there 
was no substantial damage 
to the newly-seeded areas. 

Fencing that had been put 
during work to clean up the 
once-contaminated fields, to 
allow ball games to return 
after a decade, had been 
moved to allow the vehicles 
on to the land. 

Caravans had also moved 
onto land at Handsworth 
Rugby Club in Birmingham 
Road, in June. 

Councillors raised con¬ 
cerns over the number of 
traveller camps settingup in 
Walsall in a short space of 
time. 

Figures released this year 
showed that councils spent 
more than £60,000 moving 
on travellers in the West 
Midlands last year. 

The largest amount was 
by Sandwell Council, which 
paid £55,933 in 2011-12 for 
site security, legal fees and 
moving waste. Walsall spent 
£6,600 on bollards and a 
special grass mound to stop 
potential incursions.

Lane, Newtown, had applied to put 
three caravans, two belonging to 
gipsy households, at the rear of his 
property 

He said the caravans would be 


used for his elderly mother and 
because his son is due to marry next 
year. But South Staffordshire Dis¬ 
trict Council’s regulatory commit¬ 
tee voted unanimously to refuse the 
application. 

Mr Watton’s proposals had 
sparked fury with residents along 
Long Lane, Essington, with 70 flock¬ 
ing to a public meeting to show oppo¬ 
sition to the application last month. 


A petition containing 132 names 
was submitted to the council against 
the application along with 63 letters 
of objection. 

Sufficient 

Residents argued that the plans 
ate into green belt land and there 
were sufficient gipsy sites nearby. 

Councillor David Clifft, who rep¬ 
resents Essington, led the fight 


against the plans. He said at the 
meeting: “We already have four 
traveller caravan sites, two are 
immediately on the A34 and there 
does seem to be a saturation of sites 
in Essington. 

“The applicant’s family has inte¬ 
grated with the settled community 
but what we have here is an applica¬ 
tion that is right in their back 
garden.” 


Staff boost at manor's

AN EXTRA 20 staff will work in a new £6 
million intensive care unit being planned for 
Walsall Manor Hospital. 

A total of 110 workers will run the 16-bed ITU at the hos¬ 
pital.

The facility will combine 
the high dependency and 
critical care units within the 
former West Wing, near to 
the A&E department. 

The ground floor refur¬ 
bishment and extension will 
include eight single bed¬ 
rooms and eight bed bays.

A bridged link to the main 
hospital building forms part 
of the development. 

There are currently 65 
full-time staff across the two 
units, which will increase to 
80, according to the submit¬ 
ted plans. The 25 part-time 
workers will rise to 30 when 
the unit is created. 

Proposals will go before 
the planning committee, or 
be considered under dele¬ 
gated powers by officers, 
within the coming months. 

Jayne Tunstall, chief 
operating officer at Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust said: 
“We are delighted to 
announce a significant 
capital investment into new 
front-line clinical service. 
“An Integrated Critical Care 
Unit will bring together the 
current Intensive Treat¬ 
ment Unit and the High 
Dependency Unit on our 
Manor Hospital site in a 
state-of-the-art develop¬ 
ment within the former 
West Wing Main Entrance. 

“I am delighted that 
patient care will be even 
further improved for criti¬ 
cally ill patients.” 

It comes after it emerged 
more than £lm is to be spent 
on recruiting extra staff and 
extending A&E this winter. 
Meanwhile, the Manor and 
New Cross are discussing 
running services at Cannock 
Hospital. 


Drink outlets 
not to 
serve town's 
street drunks

They want drinks outlets 
to agree not to sell booze 
over six per cent in strength 
or buy single cans to persist¬ 
ent boozers. 

A meeting will be held at 
Walsall Council House, in 
Lichfield Street, on August 
29 from 10am that busi¬ 
nesses have been invited to 
attend. An initial meeting 
was held last month but only 
Tesco and Asda representa¬ 
tives attended. 

The move comes after 
police were given powers to 
banish drinkers from 
Walsall town centre streets 
and part of Caldmore Green 
for up to 48 hours. 

Suky Samra, chairman of 
Walsall Pubwatch, said: 
“These street drinkers are a

It aims to follow in the 
footsteps of a successful 
scheme in Suffolk to stop 
shops selling super-strength 
beer and cider, which helped 
cut crime in Ipswich.

Town halls see 25pc rise in visitor numbers 


Visitor numbers at the two main town 
halls in Walsall rose by more than 25 per 
cent after an increase in bookings and 
events, council chiefs have revealed. 

There were an extra 2,000 people who 
came through the doors of Walsall and Dar¬ 
laston town halls during a three-month 
period, compared to the same quarter last 
year. 

Between April and June 2012, a total of 
7,963 attended a series of events at the town 
halls. 

This rose to 10,035 in the first three 
months of the 2013/14 financial year, with 
leisure bosses highlighting bookings for 


improved attendances. A live boxing event 
packed out Walsall Town Hall, with a 
further one planned for September. 

The venues have also been hired for three 
wedding celebrations while a leisure and 
culture hub launched at Darlaston Town 
Hall in April. 

Bosses have looked at the possibility of 
securing funding for improvements worth 
up to £500,000 at the main Darlaston build¬ 
ing including modernising the kitchen, 
refurbishing the balcony and improving 
office and meeting room areas. 

It comes after it was last year claimed that 
event organisers were shunning the venues 


for functions, leading to a shortfall in the 
amount of money raised from hiring out the 
buildings. 

The authority had come £5,000 short of 
its £67,000 target. Since then, Reverend and 
the Makers have played at Walsall Town 
Hall, drawing in 700 people, with £10,000 
spent on installing acoustic equipment at 
the venue ahead of the event. 

Leisure councillor Anthony Harris said: 
“I’m thrilled to see people making use of our 
town halls for their big celebrations. 

“OBoth Walsall and Darlaston town halls 
are superb buildings with real history 
attached to them and there can’t be many 


other town centre buildings which can hold 
such a large number of people. 

“We are always looking at new ways in 
which we can use the buildings and the live 
boxing has proved a real hit, with Walsall 
Town Hall packed out. 

“In response to this we have got more 
boxing planned for September, which will, 
I’m sure, again prove a big success. 

“In terms of Darlaston we launched the 
leisure and culture hub in April, which 
offers a range of activities for people of all 
ages at the town hall, from kids cheer lead¬ 
ing to netball and Active Steps, which is 
attracting over 100 people every week.” 


Complaints after families 
hit by infestation of flies 


A FLY infestation has hit Darlas¬ 
ton with thousands of insects 
causing misery to businesses 
and residents, who are forced to 
keep windows and doors shut. 

Families claim they have been plagued for 
the past two months and had to keep fly 
swatters by beds and on the dinner table to 
keep the flies away. 

Walsall Council has been called in to 
investigate amid concerns the infestation is 
coming from the plastics recycling business 
run by Dharna Polymers in Darlaston Road. 

The company said it had taken actions as 
requested by the council, and the warm 
weather had attracted an influx of insects. 

Residents in Johnson Road and the sur¬ 
rounding Wood Bank area have been 
affected by the surge in flies. Some have 
been forced to seal windows and stop sitting 
outside. Melanie Parton found 500 of them 
in her home in Johnson Road last week and 
said the problem had been going on for up to 
two months. 

Aware 

The mother-of-five said: “We have had to 
have all the doors shut around the house. 

“I have got asthma and this is detrimental 
to me. It is unbelievable, we have never 
experienced anything like this before. 

“When you are eating you are having to 
sit with a fly swatter in your hand and fork 
in the other.” 

The council said it has been made aware 
and been in contact with the business. 
Councillor Zahid Ali, cabinet member for 
public health, said: “The council has 
received complaints from residents concern¬ 
ing flies associated with a plastics recycling 
operation at Alma Works, Darlaston Road, 
Darlaston. 

“Pollution control officers have visited 
the company to investigate these concerns. 
As a result, Dharna Polymers Ltd have 
responded positively by removing waste 
material stored on the external yard and

engaged the services of a professional; pest 
control company to eradicate flies that are 
apparently imported amongst the waste 
plastic. 

“Pollution control officers are currently 
assessing whether further, formal measures 
should be taken.” 

Darlaston South councillor Paul Bott said 
he had received complaints and met with 
people living in the area. “We need jobs but 
not at this price, it is completely unfair on 
residents who can’t sit in their back 


gardens,” he said. “They are prisoners in 
their own homes with these flies.” 

But Saqub Malik, director of Dharna 
Polymers, said they had been requested to 
put measures in place and have followed 
them. This included ensuring plastics were 
kept inside, 30 fly bags were put close to the 
factory and shutters remain down. 

He said the business implemented a full 
100 per cent diversion from landfill and 
going the step further for the environment 
as well as creating jobs. “Walsall Council 


have asked me to implement procedures to 
combat flies,” he said. 

“I have had a professional pest control 
company and we have done everything we 
have been asked to do. 

“There is no doubt there are flies but I 
believe they are more confined to the factory 
than outside. Unfortunately, it is a seasonal 
thing.” 

The Environment Agency said Dharna 
Polymers is exempt from needing an envi¬ 
ronmental permit.

A-level results see rise

WALSALL Council’s educa¬ 
tion boss have congratu¬ 
lated students across the 
borough after it emerged 
those receiving three or 
more A-levels at grades A* 
to E had soared by almost 
20 per cent this year. 

The number of students gaining 
three A* to E grades was 85.9 per 
cent, compared with 67 per cent in 
2012. 

The council said this had in¬ 
creased the chances of young people 
wanting to progress into higher edu¬ 
cation and further training. 

Councillor Rachel Andrew, 
Walsall Council’s portfolio holder 
for children’s services, said: “I 
would like to congratulate those 
schools and individual students 
who’ve done so well. You should all 
be very proud. This is really positive 
news for Walsall.” 

The authority said provisional 
average points scores had improved 
on the provisional scores last 
August, but these were expected to 
change as results go through the 
normal validation process. 

Validated results from the 
Department for Education will not 
be available until January, at which 
point the final performance in 
Walsall will be ranked against those 
in other local authorities. 

There was extra reason to cele¬ 
brate at Alrdridge School after 
pupils achieved a 100 per cent pass 
rate in their A-levels. 

Nearly a quarter of the grades 
achieved were A* or A results. 

First 

Star student was Vanessa Lyne 
who netted A*s in biology, chemistry 
and maths. The 18-year-old, from 
Aldridge is now off to study chem¬ 
istry at Durham University. Figures 
show 100 per cent of students at the 
Tynings Lane school achieved A* to 
E grades compared with 98 per cent 
last year and 96 the year before. 

Seventy-one per cent are set to go 
to their first choice university and 
the school said it had seen a signifi¬ 
cant increase in students going on to 
high quality apprenticeship pro¬ 
grammes. 

Others celebrating were Chloe 
Law, who got A* in biology and A 
grades in chemistry and maths. The 
18-year-old is now off to Cardiff Uni¬ 
versity to study optometry. Sam 
Pickering will study aeronautics at 
Leeds University after getting As in 
maths, physics and chemistry. 

Maddie Thorn is also off to Leeds 
University for chemistry after 
getting A* economics and As in 
biology and chemistry. 

While Jessica Page got A* in 
biology, As in chemistry and geogra¬ 
phy and is heading to Birmingham 
University to study biochemistry. 
Vanessa Lyne, aged 18, from Forge 
Lane, Aldridge, got A*s in chemistry, 


biology and maths. “I wasn’t expect¬ 
ing it, I was ecstatic. It was a massive 
relief. I’m going to study chemistry 
at Durham University. ” 

Alastar Allen, 18, of Burnsfield 
Way, Aldridge, got an A in govern¬ 
ment and politics and Bs in history 
and geography and is off to Aberst- 
wyth to study history. 

He said: “I was targeted Cs so I’m 
happy with that.” 

Headteacher David Mountney 
said: “We’ve had an ongoing 
improvement in our A-levels. We 
have got more As and A*s than ever 
before. All but three students have 
got the places they wanted at uni¬ 
versities and the others will find out 
today. 

“We are really pleased as years of 
hard work have paid off. These are 
excellent results and we are 
delighted for the students and their 
ever-supportive parents.” 

Queen Mary’s Grammar School in 
Walsall achieved one of its best per¬ 
formances in recent years, with 77 
per cent of grades between A* and B. 
A third of students for three grade 


As or better and 14 students 
achieved four A* or A grades. 

Willenhall E-ACT Academy cele¬ 
brated record success with a 98 per 
cent pass rate, with 90 per cent 
achieving three or more passes. 

Joseph Leckie Academy had an 
overall pass rate of 97 per cent and 
15 subjects with a 100 per cent pass 
rate. At Pool Hayes Arts and Com¬ 
munity School, Willenhall, the 
overall pass rate was 96.6 per cent. 

Delighted 

At St Thomas More Catholic 
School, Darlaston Lane, Willenhall, 
the overall pass rate rose from 96 to 
99 per cent. The proportion of stu¬ 
dents achieving at least one A* to C 
grade increased from 74 per cent to 
82 per cent. 

Headteacher Peter Mayland, who 
took over at Easter, said: “I am 
delighted with these results and 
must congratulate the 102 A-level 
students who have worked so hard 
not just over the last two years but 
over their school careers.” 

Shire Oak Academy saw its pass 


rate rise to 97 per cent withmore 
pupils getting grades at A* or A. 

At Barr Beacon in Old Hall Lane, 
Aldridge, the pass rate was 99.6 per 
cent - the best results achieved in 
the school’s history. 

The Black Country University 
Technical College, Walsall cele¬ 
brated its first set of A-level results. 

The £9.5 million engineering 
college for 14- to 19-year-olds 
opened in place of the former Sneyd 
Community School in 2011. 

Pupils and staff were celebrating 
after achieving a 100 per cent pass 
rate in engineering, English, maths 
and business studies. 

Joe Symonds, aged 18, from San¬ 
dringham Avenue, Willenhall, got 
an A in engineering, B in maths and 
C in physics. 

“I was really pleased with my 
results,” he said. 

“It was exactly what I wanted, I 
am one of only 60 candidates from 
over 6,000 that applied to have 
secured a higher apprenticeship 
position at Jaguar Land Rover. It is 
an amazing opportunity.” 


Drunken 
lout jailed 
for abuse 
in store 

A LOUT has been jailed for 
two years, four months after 
persistently hurling vile 
abuse at people when drunk. 

Christopher Hatton 
launched a verbal tirade 
against a 25-year-old man 
behind the counter at a con¬ 
venience store in Cross 
Street, Willenhall, hours 
after being freed from prison 
where he had been locked up 
for a carbon copy offence, 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard last Tuesday. 

Mr Mark Rees, prosecut¬ 
ing, said: “The outburst 
came when the 53-year-old 
was asked to leave because 
the staff felt intimidated by 
him.” 

Police were called and the 
defendant tried to head butt 
one of the officers when they 
approached him at a nearby 
bus stop and threatened to 
‘do’ them while being 
forcibly restrained. 

This was the seventh time 
he had broken the rules of a 
three-year Anti Social 
Behaviour Order imposed 
that ordered him not to use 
threatening words and 
behaviour in public. 

Mr Mohammed Riaz, 
defending, said: “This case 
does not make good reading 
but he is a different man 
when not in drink.” 

Hatton, of Victoria Road, 
Wednesfield, admitted racial 
harassment, breaking the 
terms of the order, resisting 
arrest and breaching a com¬ 
munity order on March 19.

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Car park's 
price cut is 
a 'reward' 
for loyalty 

BOSSES of a major Walsall 
shopping centre say they 
slashed parking fees to 
‘reward loyal customers’. 

Visitors to the Saddlers 
Shopping Centre, in Park 
Street, can now benefit from 
reduced charges at its car 
park. It is hoped the move by 
new owners Topland will 
also encourage more footfall 
in the shopping centre. 

The centre has slashed its 
all-day fee of £6.50 to £3.50 
for drivers who park for 
three hours or more. 

Extra short-stay bands 
have also come into force 
and free Sunday spaces are 
due to be introduced this 
month. 

It comes after a £400,000 
investment in revamping 
the near 480-space car park 
was carried out last year. 

Easier 

Steve Pope, director of 
retail property, said: “We 
wanted to reward our loyal 
customers, who have been 
parking at the Saddlers 
Centre for over 30 years. 

“Parking at the Saddlers 
Centre is easier than ever 
and costs less. We pride our¬ 
selves on listening to our 
customers in this current 
economic climate when 
every penny counts.” 

It now costs 50p for up to 
30 minutes, £1 for up to an 
hour and £1.50 for an hour- 
and-a-half. This is instead of 
a fixed £1.50 cost for any¬ 
thing up to two hours. 

There is an increase of 50p 
to £2 for two hours but this 
is offset by rising hourly fees 
between four and seven 
hours being removed. This 
includes the £4.50 rate for 
four to five-hour stays and 
£5.50 for five to six hours 
being scrapped. 

It comes after the main 
shopping centre announced 
plans for a student lock-in 
next month. The aim is to 
draw the town’s 5,000 stu¬ 
dents to the town rather 
than Birmingham by offer¬ 
ing extended opening hours 
in the evening. 

Private operators NCP 
reduced its prices to £3 a day 
and free parking on Sundays 
last year, while the council 
has also cut fees at its bays. 

Transport chiefs have said 
the number of drivers 
parking in council-run car 
parks has almost doubled in 
six months since the price 
cuts. Long-stay daily 
charges were cut from £5 to 
£3 in January in a bid to 
draw in more users. 

The move has seen 18,241 
tickets for all day parking 
sold in the first six months of 
the year compared to 9,475 
last year. 


Cost of saving regeneration scheme is kept secret 


CALLS have been made for a public meeting 
into multi-million pound plans to transform 
derelict land for regeneration in Walsall. 

It comes after it was decided the cost of 
the Phoenix 10 project should not be 
debated in public. This was on the advice of 
council officers who believe it could preju¬ 
dice the tender process for work to clean up 
the heavily contaminated site, on the Pleck 
and Darlaston border. 

The opposition Labour group, which had 
called for the scheme to be discussed in 
public, said ‘legal constraints’ meant the 


full finances were not debated. But there 
were calls for residents to be kept involved. 

Pleck councillor Dennis Anson, speaking 
at a meeting of Walsall’s full council last 
week, said: “There are 10,000 people in 
Pleck and I have a right to speak on their 
behalf. We must have a full public meeting.” 

Councillor Pete Smith added: “We have 
voted to keep these figures in private, we 
accept our officer advice on that. But there 
should be public meetings for the resi¬ 
dents.” 

Labour leader Tim Oliver said the report 


was not what was requested and residents 
had a right to know what was happening, 
especially with the i54 site in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton pushing ahead. 

But he said they were in support of 
Phoenix 10 which was a ‘one-off opportu¬ 
nity’ to bring skilled, well-paid jobs to the 
area. 

“The path which has been followed since 
2010 has come off the rails. We are having to 
see this scheme rescued in the public 
sector,” he said. 

“We are already behind schedule and we 


need to be clear things are moving forward. ” 
Regeneration chief Councillor Adrian 
Andrew said there were a number of other 
councils and bodies with an interest in the 
scheme. He insisted the support of residents 
in the scheme was important. 

“We have nothing to hide at all, there is no 
party politics involved,” he said. “It is essen¬ 
tial with a project like this that the residents 
are taken along with it and not against it.” 

Labour deputy leader Sean Coughlan, 
said figures had clearly ‘spiralled’ from 
those that were first given out. 


Son cheated mother, 90, 
over ownership of home 


A HEARTLESS trickster and his wife ‘stole’ 
the home of his 90-year-old mother by forging 
her signature, a judge heard at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court. 


The faked document was 
used to make it look like 
ownership of the former 
council house in Walsall had 
been transferred to Robert 
and Janice Cheetham. 

The scheming couple’s 
shameless scam was not dis¬ 
covered until four years 
later, in 2011, when the 
address of Robert’s mother 
Lillian was used to make a 
false claim for housing 
benefit - in which a fake 
tenancy agreement was 
created to make it look like 
the couple were lodgers. 

Shocked 

The application was 
turned down by Walsall 
Council who sent the rejec¬ 
tion letter to Mrs Lillian 
Cheetham. 

She was so shocked to dis¬ 
cover details that she 
ordered her solicitors to 
change the will, so she no 
longer bequeathed the 
house to Robert and his wife. 

The lawyers were told to 
alter the details so that the 
property was left to other 
members of her family.

Both received eight month 
jail sentences suspended for 
two years with each being 
ordered to do 200 hours of 
unpaid work. 


Bin policy review call 

CALLS have been made for Walsall’s bins policy to be 
reviewed following complaints about residents being billed 
when they move into new homes. 

People living in Walsall are charged for replacement bins 
and people moving in to new-build homes must also pay for 
the brown, green and grey bins. 

It has also been claimed it is not clear in the policy guide¬ 
lines who is responsible for providing them, although the 
authority says it is not up to them to supply containers for 
first-time buyers. 

Walsall Council has already come under fire after a zero- 
tolerance recycling crackdown saw ‘binspectors’ checking 
bins for the wrong rubbish, with those which are contami¬ 
nated going uncollected. 

The local authority has agreed to make its policy clearer 
to avoid any confusion.

Susan McDonagh, deputy manager, 
said: “We are absolutely delighted 
with the report.

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Stripped fridges 
in fly-tip menace 

MORE than 110 fridges 
and freezers were dumped 
across Walsall in just a 
month, as council chiefs 
battle a rise in dumped 
rubbish. 

Some scrap collectors 
are believed to be collect¬ 
ing fridges from residen¬ 
tial properties and then 
dropping the gutted 
remains in beauty spots 
and streets after remov¬ 
ing metal parts they can 
sell on. 

A total of 117 fridges 
and freezers were fly- 
tipped in the borough in 
July, prompting a 
warning from environ¬ 
mental crime officers. 

One street in Walsall 
saw 26 fridges dumped 
within four days. 

The council runs a 
bulky collection service 
which takes a fridge for 
£13.50. Residents can 
take their fridge to the 
recycling centres at 
Fryers Road, Leamore, or 
Merchants Way, Aldridge.

A RARE and historic book that 
shows a snapshot of a Black 
Country town more than 100 
years ago has been lovingly 
reprinted.

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Social centre plans for 
thriving allotment site 


A SOCIAL and educational centre 
will be built at an allotment site 
used by scores of people in 
Walsall, under new plans. 

The Sutton Road site has more than 80 
plots and its association has more than 120 
members. The building is planned to 
provide a place for allotment holders to 
socialise and swap tips. 

According to the plans, students would be 
encouraged to visit to learn about the bene¬ 
fits of growing their own vegetables. 

It is hoped the building will encourage 
families to take part in outdoor recreational 
activities, and will provide shelter to allot¬ 
ment holders during bad weather. 

Members of the allotment association 
have volunteered their time to improve the 
site over the years and the centre is also 
intended to reward their efforts. 

Over the past six years, the group has 
bought new wooden sheds for the 83 plots 
and removed 36 sheds with asbestos roofs. 
They were given a £10,000 The Big Lottery 
Fund grant and also provided toilets on-site. 

Shared 

An orchard has been created for picnics 
foOr families and as a children’s play area. 

The Sutton Road Allotment Association 
has seen its membership grow from 88 in 
2009 to 122. Some plots are shared, which 
has helped to keep waiting lists down. 

A report, which has been submitted with 
the planning application to Walsall Council, 
reads: “The proposed centre is to create a 
building to encourage the members of the 
association and their families so that when 
they come to the site to take part in outdoor 
recreation, they will have somewhere to sit 
and relax should the weather conditions 
deteriorate or if they just wish to socialise. 

“Once the building is established we can 
then use it as a meeting place to invite 
groups such as schools to explain why they 
should take up growing their own vegeta¬ 
bles and the healthy benefits of fresh grown 
food.”

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Residents 
brand new 
warehouse 
an eyesore 

RESIDENTS living near a towering 
new self-storage warehouse - 
which has been nicknamed 
Rubik’s Cub - claim the emerging 
building is a monstrosity. 

The centre on the Walsall-Sandwell 
border is visible to thousands of drivers trav¬ 
elling on the M6 and is being built at a cost 
of more than £5 million. 

The 112,000 sq ft warehouse is being con¬ 
structed by StorageBase in Wednesbury and 
will contain around 1,000 storage rooms. 
Bosses hope it will be used by people starting 
businesses from home. 

But homeowners living near the site at 
junction nine of the M6 have hit out at the 
design for the structure. 

Retired surveyor Kenneth Brace and his 
wife Barbara, who have lived at their home 
in St Paul’s Road for 49 years, can see the 
building from the back of their house. 

He said: “When the leaves come off the 
trees it’s going to be a blight. At the moment 
it’s nice and clean but after its dirty it’s going 
to be a real eyesore. 

“I originally trained as an architect and I 
would never have designed anything as 
badly as that.” 

Neighbour Karen Barfoot, 60, added: 
“People who I have spoken to have said

‘what on an earth is that?’ I don’t 
understand why it had to be built 
here. It’s just a monstrosity.” 

Distracted 

She raised concerns about the 
safety of motorists on the motorway, 
saying: “I think it’s dangerous. 
Junction nine is already the busiest 
section of the motorway but now 
you’ll have people being distracted 
staring at this.” 

The development will create six 
new jobs, and will be available to be 
accessed 24 hours a day. 

The building was granted plan¬ 
ning permission by Sandwell 
Council’s planning committee in 
September, despite a petition 
against the plans 


Retired company director Gerald 
Gould, aged 69 of Sparrows Close 
attended the meetings and voiced 
his concerns before its approval. 

He said: “No one at the council, 
apart from our councillor, Mavis 
Hughes, was interested in our con¬ 
cerns.” 

Gareth Williams, development 
director for Opus Land Develop¬ 
ment which is building the ware¬ 
house said: “Local residents and 
businesses had a chance to express 
their concerns.

Major new TV role for Tom

HE has appeared in several TV 
soaps over the years but a Walsall 
actor is taking on his biggest role 
- as a detective in Emmerdale. 

Tom Roberts, who has had parts in soaps 
including EastEnders, Coronation Street 
and Doctors, will appear in 22 episodes of 
the ITV drama over the coming months.

Mr Roberts, who has been an actor since 


1987 and went to drama school in London, 
said each episode had taken four to five days 
to film. 

He also recently starred as Frank in Edu¬ 
cating Rita which ran throughout June at 
the Lichfield Garrick, where his co-star as 
Rita was Coronation Street’s Tupele Dorgu. 

He has toured theatres in the UK playing 
the role of Bill opposite Hollywood actress 
Stefanie Powers in On Golden Pond. The 
production visited Wolverhampton Grand 
Theatre and Lichfield Garrick last year. 

He explained that TV work was very dif¬ 
ferent to appearing in a play. “It’s very dif¬ 
ferent to being on stage,” he said. “There’s 
a lot of waiting around before you do your 
part so you have to be focused and on the ball 
when the time comes.” 

Mr Roberts has been a regular playing the 
part of DI Terry Wood in Doctors. He played 
Chris Wright, who ran the Queen Victoria 
pub in EastEnders, in the early 2000s and 
had various parts in Coronation Street 
between 2004 and 2006.

Cheers! Chef starts a 
brewery in his kitchen

A CHEF has branched out into 
the beer brewing business 
and has created a micro¬ 
brewery in his own kitchen. 

It has been an eight-month journey 
of experimentation for Jez Couzens 
from Pheasey, who was inspired to 
start his home-brewing operations 
after visiting craft breweries in Califor¬ 
nia last year. 

Under the name of Breezy Pheasey 
Brewery, the 37-year-old has already 
brewed four different beers and now 
dreams of getting his craft ales into 
local pubs and shop shelves. 

Mr Couzens, who works at David 
Lloyd health club in Great Barr, visited 
craft breweries in California on a trip 


to Nevada last year to celebrate the 
40th birthday of his brother Jonathan, 
who also recently launched his own 
Beer and Loathing micro-brewery. 

“There I tasted some of the best beer 
I’d ever tasted,” Mr Couzens said. 
“These breweries produce amazing 
craft ales for the whole of the US and 
some of the European market. 

“They have great taste, aroma, 
strength and body. After seeing my 
brother’s ventures in beer and receiv¬ 
ing plenty of help and ideas, I wanted 
to try and introduce craft ale to 
Pheasey.” 

Mr Couzens’ parents gave him a 
home-brewing kit last Christmas and 
batches of beer have been brewing in 
his kitchen in Tyndale Crescent since. 


Brewing with his 40-year-old friend 
Warren Kerby, of Pheasey, his first 
attempt was a Cornish-style pale ale he 
named Cascade Wave. He then made a 
stout called Citrout and American pale 
ales Cargo Net and Compass 6, which 
is the strongest of the four at 5.6 per 
cent. 

He said: “I want to experiment and 
give someone something I enjoy. It’s 
been an eight month journey of trying 
different beers. I’ve done a new batch 
every time and tried something new. 
It’s a hobby gone wild.” 

Each batch, which makes between 
30 and 40 bottles, takes a month and 17 
days to make.

Moped rider fined after 
parking at cycle stand 

A BEMUSED rider has been 
hit with a £70 fine after 
parking his moped in a bike 
stand in Walsall town centre. 

Mark Blackstock left his Jawa 
outside the New Art Gallery but within 
15 minutes had been issued with a 
penalty ticket. 

He said it is registered as a bicycle 
and the 51-year-old has called for the 
fine to be rescinded by Walsall Council. 

But council bosses say it is a motor 
vehicle and parking enforcement offi¬ 
cers were right to issue a ticket. 

It happened as publisher Mr Black- 
stock, from Chuckery, visited the town 
centre at around 9.25am on August 7. 

He said he had never come across a 
problem while riding the 20-year-old 
Jawa before, having left it secure 
across Sandwell, Cannock, Wolver¬ 
hampton, Dudley and Birmingham. 

It has also been chained to bike 
stands in Walsall - including the one 
where he was issued with a ticket. 

Mr Blackstock said: “I bought my 
Jawa for its convenience on small jour¬ 
neys, to navigate through traffic con¬ 
gestion, to save money on fuel, tax, 
insurance and the cost of car parking - 
and although it only has a top speed of 
25mph it is great fun. 

“I usually chain my bicycle to a des¬ 
ignated bicycle stand otherwise it 
could easily be stolen by simply being 
picked up, carried off or put in the back 
of a van. If I didn’t use a bicycle stand

then I would have to chain my bicycle 
to some other item of street furniture 
in which case it may be reasonable to 
issue a parking ticket, but only if it was 
obstructing a public highway or foot¬ 
path. 

“So, where possible, I use a bicycle 
stand provided by the local authority 
for securing bicycles. 

“During the past year I have trav¬ 
elled all around the West Midlands on 
my Jawa and have never had a 
problem.” He had been to three shops 


in the town before returning to the 
stand in Gallery Square. 

Councillor Adrian Andrew said: 
“The area the moped was parked in is 
a designated area which is reserved for 
pedal cycles only. A moped is classed by 
the DVLA as a motor vehicle therefore 
the parking enforcement officer was 
right to issue the ticket.

THEATRE REVIEW 


All’s Well That Ends Well, 
Royal Shakespeare 
Theatre, Stratford 

ONE of Shakespeare’s less 
often staged plays gets a 
marvellous modern dress 
makeover in Nancy 
Meckler’s vibrant, laugh- 
out-loud funny production. 

It tells of the determined 
Helena’s bid to wed young 
nobleman Bertram, though 
he is equally determined to 
stay single, even if that 
means going off to war with 
his boastful buddy Parolles, 
who secretly wants to be 
more than just a friend. 

Apart from the title, this 
is a less quotable Shake¬ 
speare work but there are 
several compelling medita¬ 
tions on the human condi¬ 
tion. There is a feminist 
theme in which the women 
are united by their disap¬ 
pointment in feckless men, 
from Charlotte Cornwell’s 
dignified countess despair¬ 
ing at her son Bertram to 
the irresistible Diana - a 
sparkling performance by 
Natalie Klamer - who wins 
him back for Joanna 
Horton’s scheming Helena. 

Jonathan Slinger is more 
than a comic turn as 
Parolles, making the 
buffoon a poignant wretch 
once exposed as a coward. 
Alex Waldmann’s Bertram 
grows from brat to sea¬ 
soned soldier in desert 
combat gear. The only 
derisory note in this pro¬ 
duction is an ‘express war 
through the medium of 
dance’ scene that could be 
ditched to trim the three- 
hour running time, which 
otherwise flies by.

Len looks to solve the 
mystery of his final case 


F rank Gallagher is no more, but 
Channel 4’s loss is certainly the 
Beeb’s gain. 

The fact that Shameless has now 
ended its long run means that David 
Threlfall, the man who breathed life 
into the patriarchal layabout, is now 
free to take the lead role in this four- 
part drama from Tony Basgallop, who 
also penned the acclaimed Inside 
Men. 

What Remains also gives Threlfall 
a chance to put Gallagher behind 
him and show what a versatile actor 
he is. 

“The whole idea of playing 
somebody very different after having 
played Frank for so long was a huge 
boost to my confidence,” he claims. 
‘There are, luckily, people out there 
who think: ‘Oh he’d be interesting, let’s 
see what he’s going to come up with 
and if it works, great!’ 

Certainly Detective Inspector Len 
Harper couldn’t be less like the 
Chatsworth Estate’s most notorious 
resident if he tried. 

“He’s very quiet,” says Threlfall of 
his latest alter ego. “He’s a good man. 
A quietly moral man is what I would 


say, someone who has an empathy 
with the way we live. 

“Len’s situation is that he lost his 
wife, about a year prior to the start of 
the story, from cancer. He’s got a 
brother that’s not very well, which 
gives an opportunity to soliloquise, if 
you like, to his brother about what 
he’s thinking. It’s very different from 
what I’ve done previously, which I 
require really to stave off any 
moments of boredom.” 

Len is about to tackle his final case 
before retirement. It’s an investigation 
into the death of Melissa Young, 
whose body has been found hidden 
in the eaves of a flat recently 
occupied by parents-to-be Michael 
and Vidya - Melissa was discovered 
while they were investigating a leak in 
the roof. 

The really weird thing about the 
case is that nobody had reported her 
missing; she vanished two years ago 
without, it seems, anybody noticing. 

Harper knows he could round up 
his investigation in a matter of days, 
but instead, decides to delve deeper 
into Melissa’s story, and discovers 
how she was linked to those living in 


the building’s other flats - often in 
remarkable ways. 

“During the time the piece plays out 
I think you get to know all the 
characters that are involved in that 
particular block of flats, and what their 
backstories are, which come out very 
gently. It’s a very gentle process,” 
explains Threlfall. 

Russell Tovey, Indira Varma and 
David Bamber are also among the 
outstanding cast, but it’s the 
Manchester-born actor who holds the 
entire piece together. He’s too modest 
to admit that; instead, he spends lots 
of time giving credit to his co-stars. 

However, his real praise is reserved 
for Basgallop and the gripping story 
he’s devised. 

“It’s a nice reminder that perhaps 
we should think about the helter- 
skelter way we live these days, now 
and again,” smiles Threlfall. 

“I think the thing about the piece is 
that it is a whodunit but it’s got a 
thriller quality about it. It’s been 
beautifully and rhythmically handled, 
both in the way it looks and its pace. 
It’s been beautifully written and 
directed.”
